SIGNED BY UAR 
AND RAQ REGIME 


‘Pledge to ‘Stand in One 
Rank’ Does Not Bring 
Nation Into Arab 
Alliance. 


DAMASCUS, Syria, July 19 
(UP]l)—The United Arab Re- 
public and the revolutionary 
government of Iraq 
signed a treaty of mutual de- 
fense providing that both coun- 
tries will “stand in one rank” 
against any aggression. 

The agreement was signed 
here by U.A.R. President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser and the 
new Iraqi deputy premier, Brig. 
Gen. Abdel Salem Aref. The 
two Arab leaders made the an- 
nouncement from the balcony 
of the guest palace here be- 
fore thousands of cheering 
Syrians. 

Aref warned that the Iraqi 
army “will] fight for every inch 
of our territory” if invaded by 

“enemy lurking outside 


Iraq. 

The treaty does not bring 
Iraq into the Syrian-Egyptian 
U. A. R. However, it has the 
efect of putting teeth into 
Nasser’s warning here yester- 
day that the Arab bloc will 
“take arms” against any inter- 
vention in Iraq, where pro-

OF ADAMS WILL 
BE QUESTIONED

WASHINGTON, July 19—A 
House Armed Services sub- 
committee will question a 
former Army official behind 
closed doors Monday about his 
charge that Sherman Adams 
intervened with a military ap- 
peals board on behalf of a New 
Hampshire textile firm. 


Roswell M. Austin, former 
chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Board of Contract Ap-| 
peals, said yesterday that 
Adams, President Eisenhower's 
chief assistant, brought “high- 
ly unethical” pressure on the 
board. 


A “thorough investigation” 
of the new case Was promised 
today by Representative F. Ed- 
ward Hebert (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee. Hebert said six wit- 
nesses had been subpenaed in 
the first phase of the inquiry. 


He declined to identify the 
witnesses, but Austin told re- 
porters he had been served 
with a supena directing him to 
appear. Austin, a Republican, 
headed the appeals board until 
his retirement last Sept. 30. 


Others Subpenaed. 


Others for whom subpenas 
have been issued, congression- 
al sources told the Post- 
Dispatch, include Leo W. Yolff 
of New York and Allen Grew 
of Lincoln, N.H., a boyhood 
friend of Adams. Lincoln is 
Adams’s home town. 

Wolff was president of the 
now-defunct Raylaine Worsted, 
Inc. of Manchester, N.H. The 
textile company on whose be- 
half Adams intervened with 
the Army. The firm was seek- 
ing repayment of part of a 
penalty that had been levied 
against it by the Army. 

Grew. a bookkeeper at the 
Raylaine mill, wrote Adams a 
“Dear Sherm” letter asking 
the presidential aid to help out 
with the Raylaine claim, Wolff 
told reporters in New York 
this week. 

Discussing plans for the new 
Adams inquiry, Chairman He- 
bert said his subcommittee 
would “not smear anybody and 
not whitewash anybody.” He 
added: “The full facts will be 
brought out and put in the 
record.” 

It was decided to hold closed 
hearings initially, Hebert said, 
in order to determine whether 
the facts warrant public dis- 
closure. He estimated two “and 
perhaps three’ days of execu- 
tive sessions would be re- 
quired. 

Three Choices Open. 


“After that, he said, the sub- 
committee will determine 
which of three courses to fol- 
low: “To say nothing, to re- 
lease the testimony Spee 
public hearings or to hold Pub- 
lic hearings.” He added: “You 
can rule out number one.” 

Although Hebert refused to 
commit himself on public ses- 
sions, a source familiar with 
the subcommittee’s plans told 
the Post-Dispatch that open 
hearings on the Adams-Ray- 
laine case were “inevitable.” 

Hebert declined again to say 
whether Adams would be sub- 
penaed or invited to testify.

The Eisenhower regime, par- 
ticularly Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, developed this policy into a series 
of regional military alliances that failed 
to compete successfully with the “ex- 
pansionist” policy of the Soviet Union 
based on economic and political penetra- 
tion of newly formed nations still resent- 
ful of former colonial exploitation and 
domination. 

The improvisation gave the United 
States and Britain time to ask the United 
Nations Security Council to take more 
comprehensive collective measures to pre- 
serve the peace in the Middle East and 
the. world. The Soviet veto last night in 
the Council of the American proposal to 
send additional U.N. forces to Lebanon 
and the overwhelming rejection of the 
Russian demand that American troops be 
withdrawn were undoubtedly anticipated 
by the State Department. 

The United States, which was sup- 
ported nine to one in the Council vote, 
will appeal its case to the larger U.N. 
Assembly unless the Council adopts a 
compromise proposal by Japan which may 
be revised over the weekend. 

It is difficult to see how the Japanese 
could find a solution acceptable both to 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
and it is likely the Assembly will have a 
chance next week to voté on the Ameri- 
can and Soviet resolutions. 

In the Assembly, the Russian veto is 
ineffective, but the smallest member na- 
tion has a vote equal to that of the largest 
states. It is doubtful that the United 
States can command a two-thirds majority 
in the Assembly, the margin required for 
affirmative action. If it cannot, the issue 
is stalemated and the American troops 
will remain in Lebanon and the British 
troops in Jordan for an indeterminate 
time. 

An overwhelming majority of the mem- 
bers of Congress have openly approved or 
tacitly accepted President Eisenhower's 
quick action, primarily because they had 
to and were in no position to insist on 
an alternative that would give greater 
assurance the Middle East would not fall 
under the hegemony of ambitious Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of Egypt, and, 
presumably, under the eventual domina- 
tion of the Kremlin. 


Green Sums Up Dilemma. 


Chairman Francis Green of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee succinctly 
stated the dilemma. The 90-year-old Dem- 
ocrat from Rhode Island observed that 
the Iraq overturn and President Eisen- 
hower’s action demonstrated that “Arab 
nationalism is a force with which the 
United States has not yet learned to 
cope.” 

To find a long-range answer to the 
questions raised by the new Middle East 
crisis and other recent threats to world 
peace, Senator J. William Fulbright was 
able this week to obtain the Foreign Re- 


lations. Committee’s approval of a resolu- | 


tion he introduced several weeks ago 
authorizing the committee to make at 
least a year’s study of American foreign 
policy. The 53-year-old Arkansas Demo- 


crat, who ranks next to Green on the | 


committee, asked for an appropriation of 
$300,000 to enable the committee to hire 
experts, farm out areas of study to institu- 
tions specializing in phases of interna- 
tional affairs and to send its own missions 
abroad for first-hand studies. 

Fulbright, who has been intensely 
critical of the Dulles regime in the State 
Department, told the Post-Dispatch that 
the proposed study will be non-partisan. 
He conceded that even if the committee

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a major address during the 
presidential campaign of 1956, 
President Eisenhower said, “We 
do not accept the use of force as 
a wise and proper instrument for 
the settlement of international 
disputes.” 

This was at the time England 
and France had intervened in the 
Suez crisis to protect their na- 
tional interests. The President 
opposed unilateral action and 
urged complete reliance on the 
United Nations. 

Now the President has sent 
Marines into Lebanon to deal 
with the crisis there. If military 
intervention was not “wise and 
proper” for England and France, 
why is it for us? It can lead to 
a nuclear war as readily as inter- 
vention in the Suez crisis might 
have. Are American oil interests 
in the Middle East worth the 
risk? 

The role of global policeman 
fll becomes the United States. It 
links us with the old imperialism 
which stands discredited and re- 
jected by the emerging nations 
of Asia and Africa. If we are 
to lead the world into a new day, 
we must act in harmony with the 
ideals of justice, freedom and 
democracy which brought us into 
being as a nation. 

We have consorted too much 
with reactionary heads of state 
and relied too much on military 
might in our foreign policy. We 
have failed to keep the welfare 
of the peoples of the earth cen- 
tral in our international rela- 
tions. 

If we are to fulfill our high 
destiny as a nation, we shall have 
to put human values above oil 
and uranium, and moral princi- 
ples above power politics. Our 
negative policy of anti-Commu- 
nism must give way to a con- 
structive policy embodying the 
ideals of justice, humility and 
mercy which are the marks of 
great nations as well as great 
men.

Good diplomacy does not allow itself to be 
confronted by a dilemma so painful as that 
which followed the revolt in Iraq. Good di- 
plomacy, by thoughtful and perceptive anal- 
ysis of political realities, sees to it that in 
such a crisis more choices are available 
than the collapse of the Western position on 
the one hand and a resort to military force 
on the other. | 

Secretary Dulles thus has demonstrated 
once again his unfortunate proclivity for 
staggering from one crisis to another, and 
doing very little between the crises to attack 
the underlying problems which create them. 
In the Middle East as in other parts of the 
world, American diplomacy has been fatally 
inflexible, fatally based on false assumptions, 
fatally insensitive to such clarion warnings 
as the Suez crisis of less than two years ago.

What could have been done differently? 
What might have averted the present crisis 
or made it more manageable? Many Ameri- 
cans, with Hitler and Mussolini in the back of 
their minds, justifiably wonder whether it 
may not be necessary to stop Nasser now, be- 
fore he becomes another dictator with enough 
power to trigger a world war. But historical 
analogies should not be pressed too far. 


Nasser may be a fanatic and a rabble 
rouser, but he is also the expression of deep 
historical forces which cannot be disposed 
of merely by eliminating him. Arab national- 
ism is a fact to be faced. If Nasser did not 
lead it, somebody else would. We can no 
more conjure away the growing power of 
Arab nationalism than we can command the 
power of Soviet Communism to vanish. The 
problem is to find ways of accommodating 
its interests and ours within a framework of 
peace and stability. 

Western Europe’s dependence upon the 
oil resources of the Middle East is obvious, 
but it does not follow that access to this oil 
must, or in present circumstances can, be 
guaranteed by Western political control of 
the area. The day of colonialism is gone and 
everybody, in moments of calm, recognizes it.

to oil blackmail. If the West needs Middle 
Eastern oil, the Middle East needs Western 
markets. The true relationship is one of 
economic interdependence which must be 
founded on political independence on both 
sides. That is being demonstrated by the 
Suez canal, which despite the alarms of 1956 
is working as well under Egyptian owner- 
ship as it did under Franco-British control.

Although American policy has been at 
times liberal and advanced in its attitude to- 
ward economic Gevelopment, our e’forts have 
been largely frustrated by Mr. Dulles’s in- 
sistence that in the conflict with Soviet Rus- 
sia no middle ground for anybody is toler- 
able. This is the old colonialism in a new 
form. For when we demand that Arab coun- 
tries line up with us as the price of political 
self-government and economic aid, we are 
demanding in effect that they give up part 
of their sovereignty. 

In pursuance of that aim, Mr. Dulles’s 
policy has been to try to split the Arab world 
into one group of client states that is for 
us and another that is against us. We are 
patently losing that struggle. By precipitating 
it, we created a situation which encouraged 
the forces of Arab nationalism to resort to 
the kind of violence and subversion that have 
just come to a head in Iraq. 

What is the alternative? In such a com- 
plex situation the answer cannot be simple. 
But surely we must begin by abandoning the 
assumption that the Middle East must be 
organized as a military alliance against the 
Soviet Union. The great deterrent to Soviet 
aggression does not lie in subsidized armies 
along Middle East frontiers. It lies in the 
fact of American power and the certainty 
that it will be used to punish aggression. We 
could afford, then, to neutralize the Middle 
East on the assurance that it would in fact 
be as independent of Soviet control as of 
ours. 

. « ~ 

Having once accepted that basic principle, 
we could then by stages work toward a set- 
tlement which recognizes Arab nationalism 
and frees it to follow its own course of politi- 
cal development. This does not require ac- 
quiescence in Arab aggression, any more than 
it means acceptance of Soviet aggression. We 
should, for example, make it finally clear 
to the Arab world that we would never per- 
mit the destruction of Israel. But it should 
be possible, by wise and patient co-operation, 
by economic aid, and by respect for genuine 
Arab independence, to remove some of the 
causes of present instability. 

Once the West aligns itself with the his- 
torical forces at work in the Middle East, in- 
stead of against them, the complexion of all 
our problems there should change. Without 
any question, last week’s tragic events 
sounded yet another warning that basic 
changes in American policy are long overdue. 


No Clear Answers 


Judging from Assistant Attorney General’ 


W. Wilson White’s latest testimony, the De- 
partment of Justice has no plan for coping 
with the Little Rock integration dispute. 

Mr. White has been serving without con- 
firmation as Assistant Attorney General in 
charge of the new civil rights division. In 
his third appearance before the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee he was questioned closely 
by four Southern Senators, led by Senator 
McClellan of Arkansas. Granting that this 
was a difficult situation for Mr. White, still 
Senator McClellan had a right to complain 
that he received no “very clear” answers. 

Asked if he would again advise use of fed- 
eral troops if the courts ordered integration 
to proceed in Little Rock, Mr. White said the 
use of troops was a “last resort.” Asked if 
he thought troops might be necessary, the 
witness said he did not think the “same cir- 
cumstances” would recur. Asked just what 
the Justice Department did intend to do 
about the case, Mr. White said he would 
urge that “every possible preparation be 
made in advance” to meet trouble with civil 
means and not troops. 

If the Justice Department has made any 
preparations in advance, Mr. White did not 
describe them. Nor has any department offi- 
cial ever described just what the department 
did do to uphold the integration law after 
the troops were moved into Little Rock last 
year. The Little Rock school board com- 
plained that the department did nothing to 
apply penal sanctions against those who in- 
terfered with the law or education. 

In fact, the Justice Department has not 
attempted the one advance preparation that 
might logically have been expected of it this 
year. It has not intervened in the appeal for 
a two and a half year delay in integration, 
a case pending before the United States 
Court of Appeals in St. Louis. Yet the de- 
partment did intervene in behalf of the orig- 
inal plan for integrating Little Rock schools. 

The Justice Department and the head of 
its civil rights division ought to be actively 
engaged in supporting the law of the land. 
They are not doing so in Little Rock.

What’s Wrong at CIA? 


The first word Allen W. Dulles, director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, received of 
the violent revolution in Iraq was at 2 o’clock 
in the morning when he was called out of bed. 
At that time the newspaper cable desks were 
getting the first bulletins over their wires. 
The head of the CIA did not know of this 
momentous event, to say nothing of sthe 
prospect of it, a minute before many news- 
men then at work. 

Yet Allen Dulles heads a vast hush-hush 
organization with extensions that reach all 
over the world and for whose secret oper- 
ations Congress votes many millions of dol- 
lars every year. Each session the CIA gets 
just about everything it asks for because its 
work, in connection with the national securi- 
ty, is so important. 

Now—after the revolution and the assas- 
sination of the King or Iraq and others in his 
royal group—it comes out that the Baghdad 
plot had been under way for a year! 

What was wrong with our intelligence? 

What doubtless is still wrong with it? 


Somebody is going to have to find out and 
since the CIA itself cannot be counted on to 
do the job, the responsible authority must 
be Congress. 

The Hoover Commission recommended a 
private board of “outstanding citizens to re- 
view periodically the foreign intelligence ac- 
tivities of the Government.” A board of eight 
members, including President James R. Kil- 
lian Jr. of Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Gen. James H. Doolittle, Benjamin 
F. Fairless of U.S. Steel and former Am- 
bassador Joseph P. Kennedy, was appointed 
by President Eisenhower two and a half 
years ago. Whatever this board has been 
able to do did not avert the CIA’s failure to 
alert Washington as to what was happening 
in Baghdad. 

We believe the time has come for Congress 
to create the joint watchdog committee as 
proposed three years ago by Senator Mans- 
field of Montana and $2 other Senators. Such 
a committee could be.of great help to the 
CIA, just as the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy is a big help to the AEC. 

The proposal is not to embarrass the CIA 
or harass it but to help it do its work better. 
Certainly it could hardly do it worse than the 
way it did it in Iraq.

Architecture Worth Saving 


Americans Growing Aware of Need to Preserve Best Monuments of Their Past 


From Architectural Forum 


“Architecture,” wrote John Rus- 
kin a century ago, “is to be re- 
garded by us with the most serious 
thought. We may live without her, 
and worship without her, but we 
cannot remember without her. How 
many pages of doubtful record 
might we not often spare for a few 
stones left one upon the other!”

The stones, however, are not. the 
primary concern. The important 
fact is that the change would destroy 
a unique and historic space—the 
forecourt of the Capitol—and inter- 
rupt the dramatic cascade of row 
upon row of columns from dome to 
portico, which is the focus of the 
space. 


In the case of the east front, his- 
toric events and good architecture 
coincide. But history is not only 
an affair of specific events. It is 
dream and spirit flavor, too. It is 
the continuity of the living nation 
and the definition of civilization, 
and man’s building shows, more 
deeply than any other activity, the 
state and character of his civiliza- 
tion, 

But architecture is worth saving, 
not only for the record, but for en- 
richment of the present scene—and 
as a source of inspiration for the 
architecture of the future. And un- 
expectedly, the cost of these impor- 
tant benefits can often be confined 
to intangible expenditures, such as 
imagination and humility and an ap-

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tant issue in the mayoralty cam- 
paign. In San Francisco, the State 
Highway Department’s plan to plas- 
ter an elevated highway against the 
face of the venerated Ferry Build- 
ing raised a storm of protest that 
ultimately involved more than 30 
government departments, newspa- 
pers, and professional and citizen 
groups. Unfortunately, in the latter 
case public opposition came too late. 


A successful civic preservation 
policy requires continuous planning. 
Too often, as in the case of the 1850 
Dayton, Ohio, Courthouse there is no 
planning for preservation because 
there is no immediate threat to the 
building. Yet the fine old Dayton 
building has been threatened before, 
and everything about it—its location, 
its present use, its atrophied physical 
condition—virtually assures that it 
will be threatened again. Preserva- 
tion efforts should begin now. 


Fortunately, the local chapter 
Preservation Committees of the 
American Institute of Architects are 
now prepared to advise local groups 
on whether or not a building is worth 
preserving. All chapters have nearly 
completed records of buildings worth 
saving. But a mere list is not enough. 
The depression-born United States 
Park Service survey recorded some 
7600 important buildings before 
1860. More than 25 per cent of 
these buildings have been destroyed 
since 1933. 


To promote interest—and action— 
in preserving worth-while buildings, 
the National Trust for Historic Pres- 
ervation (2000 K St., N.W., Washing- 
ton 6, D.C.), a private organization 
chartered by Congress, is now oper- 
ating a national clearing house and 
information center on preservation 
matters. 

Contrary to popular opinion, pres- 
ervation is seldom a matter of saving 
a building in the face of “progress.” 


More often, the loss can be charged 
to simple ignorance of the architec- 
tural value of the structure. And 
often the problem is not to save the 
building from demolition at all, but 
to prevent it from being destroyed 
by bad remodeling. Unfortunately 
most architects think that they car 
“improve” anything. 

In few cases can a piece of archi- 
tecture worth saying be turned into

a museum. More often, new uses 
and new owners must be found. 


Sometimes, however, the only hope 
is legislation, which places important 
works of architecture—indeed entire 
districts of good architecture—under 
special zoning and building controls 
of the municipal government. Such 
legislation is being successfully used 
in Philadelphia, Boston, and other 
cities, and it would go a long way 
toward solving knotty preservation 
problems elsewhere.

With one third of the land area 
of the state forested, and many 
Ozark counties, such as ours, run- 
ning as high as 75 per cent wooded, 
sound forestry is of utmost impor- 
tance to the economy of Missourians, 
and in our book it is a feather in 
the cap for our Senator Symington.

STEPHEN SPENDER, the Eng- 
lish poet and disillusioned former Com- 
munist, is also a veteran of many in- 
ternational conferences where intellec- 
tuals and men of good will attempted 
to establish a community of interest as 
a basis for world harmony. As the New 
Statesman put it Mr. Spender “has 
fought the battles of engagement, com- 
mittal, co-existence and the oneness of 
civilization” for twenty-five years or 
more. He is now in a position to ap- 
praise the results and if a short novel 
he has just published reveals his true 
state of mind he is about ready to re- 
tire from the field of action and culti- 
vate his garden. 


The title of Mr. Spender’s novel is 
“Engaged in Writing.” In relation to 
its contents it has an ironic if not 
a bitter significance. “Engagement” 
is one of the catchwords of the cur- 
rent existentialist doctrine which says 
that a man is wholly responsible for 
himself and for all others whom his 
acts may affect. Mr. Spender seems 
to say, however, that his writer is en- 
gaged merely in producing non-com- 
municative words; and it would be the 
same of course for those who project 
their words orally. 


The novel describes a conference of 
intellectuals at Venice in which repre- 
sentatives of the Soviet Union, the satel- 
lite states, the Western states and a few 
left wing pockets in the West try to 
discover a common attitude toward 
art. The meeting is held under the 
auspices of EUROPLUME, a kind of 
association presumably dedicated to 
values that transcend political commit- 
ments. Another organization called 
LITUNO which undertakes to improve 
relations among intellectuals is repre- 
sented in the person of Olim Asphalt, 
who perhaps is none other than Stephen 
Spender.

THOMAS BURLEIGH has pro- 
duced a book that is of tremendous 
value to the ornithologist and should 
be of great pleasure to the casual bird- 
watcher, The main objective of this 
volume has been to make available all 
the information about the lives of ap- 
proximately 160 different species of 
birds found in Georgia.

MANY WRITERS before and after Goethe, including 
in our time Stephen Benet, have woven a successful tale 
around the theme of a man losing his soul. “Faust,” first 
published 150 years ago, still stands out among these works, 
not for its disjointed plot but for the superb artistry of its 
style, characters and symbolism. As Andre Gide wrote, 
“Everything in it is saturated with life.” 


This German drama even has one advantage to us over 
comparable English classics like “Hamlet” or “Paradise 
Lost”: it may always be recast into a new translation which 
would not resemble a travesty of the original work. Yet 
no first-rate verse translation of the complete “Faust” 
(Parts I and II) has appeared for nearly a century, since 
that by Bayard Taylor whose talents seemed precisely 
suited to the task. In the preface to his version, Taylor held 
that the translator’s job “is not simply mechanical: he must 
feel, and be guided by, a secondary inspiration.” 


BERTRAM JESSUP’S new rendering of Part I is 
justified by some passages of good natural dialogue. In 
other passages Jessup imitates the very style and vocabulary 
which make Taylor's work outmoded for modern readers. 
There are strange alternations of archaic and modern word 
forms (“thou” and “you,” “doth” and “does,” etc.), inver- 
sions and padding of lines. Jessup’s translation of the 
song of the King of Thule and the final dialogue between 
Faust and Margaret are more fluent than Taylor's; but in 
other scenes, like the famous Walpurgis Night intermezzo, 
Taylor’s is more vigorous and readable. By comparing just 
these two versions, we see how fleeting that “secondary 
inspiration” can be in the most successful translators. 
STUART ATKINS’S STUDY of “Faust,” like that 
by Alexander Gillies published last year (Macmillan, 225 
pgs., $5.), minimizes the play’s biographical connections with 
Goethe’s life. The only themes Atkins considers are what is 
said in “Faust” and the play's power a8 a poetic statement. 
He discusses both Parts I and II and, like Gillies, sees 
“Faust” as a unified, closely knit work. By concentrating 
on the text itself, he shows that “Faust” is not “an unhappy 
mixture of character drama and allegorical pageantry” but 
“one of the greatest secular poetic statements of how man 
searches for the meaning of life and of God.” 

Goethe once confided to his young friend Eckermann, 
“They come and ask me what idea I meant to embody in 
my ‘Faust’; as if I knew myself and could inform them.” 
Fortunately there are many devoted and brilliant interpre- 
tations, like this one by Atkins, to unfold for readers the 
universal human message of this work which is considered 
the poetic epitome of Goethe's experience.

WHEN A TRAGEDY in his life shakes up neuro- 
surgeon James Corwin, the young physician goes away to 
forget. Then, near the end of a tour as ship's surgeon, he 
meets Lynn Thorndyke, a lovely girl who has schizophrenia 
in its advanced form. 

For intensely personal reasons, Dr. Corwin becomes 
obsessed with the idea of curing Lynn. This leads him to 
the sanitarlum where Lynn is eventually confined and where 
a venal superintendent, seeking quick, cheap cures, hires 
Corwin on the basis of his reputation as a lobotomist. . 

Though Corwin performs a few lobotomies, he becomes 
more interested in the use of “tranquilizers” and particu- 
larly a drug called reserpine, the alkaloid of Rauwolfa Serpen- 
tina, an Indian root. As the author explains, the drug does 
not “cure” insanity. It makes patients more receptive to the 
psychotherapy that effects eventual cure. 

Here is a battle as exciting as any joust of knights of 
old: painstaking use of drugs and therapy versus quick, 


cheap lobotomy (would not “robotomy” be more descriptive?), 


with Lynn Thorndyke’s future at stake, The author, who is 
also a physician, has woven these elements into a dramatic 
narrative that should hold readers from the opening sen- 
tence on. Beyond that he has performed a service much 
needed today by giving laymen a more sympathetic under- 
standing of psychiatric techniques. One minor incident in 
the book speaks volumes; a scene showing how months of 
tedious, delicate effort by a psychiatrist can be undone by a 
single intrusion, however well-meant, of a friend or relation 
of the patient.

HERE 18 THE FACE of France — and the modern 
world. These two novels, covering a panorama of histerv

“The worst thing in war is to die. The next worst 
thing is to survive. ... The moral weakness of France is 
the moral weakness of humanity. And the weakness of 
humanity is the simple will to survive. ... It will even 
survive civilization.” 

This is Merseault talking, the calm thinker, the war- 
time Colonel Owl of the Resistance, the postwar civil servant 
in the Quai d’Orsay. He is the Greek chorus of “The Under- 
ground City,” he and the aging American ambassador who 
follow the fate not only of man, but also of the book's hero, 
John Stone. But whereas Merseault voices faith in survival, 
his counterpart commits suicide in a personal act of extinc- 
tion to express despair. 

STONE, THE AMERICAN expatriate, finds himself 
in a web of circumstances following the war in which he 
served in the underground. By political irony he becomes 
involved in a Communist Front attack on the United States. 
Then he is entangled in a secrecy investigation as a result 
of Congressional witch-hunting. As the innocent victim, he 
is made the theme of the twentieth century dilemma be- 
tween freedom for the individual and the state’s insistence 


on supremacy. As one of his investigators comments: 
“Security- has nothing to do with common sense. If it 
did, there wouldn’t be any such thing as loyalty oaths and 
such idiotic nonsense—as though a dedicated spy would 
hesitate to take a loyalty oath... . This whole business is 
irrational. It borders on national insanity.”

TAKING UP IN TIME where the Humes book leaves 
off, “The Time of the Juggernaut,” expresses a similar con- 
cern with the hysteria of the McCarthy era. In this second 
novel also a security investigation holds the stage, as a re- 
sult of the European tour of those ineffable Katzenjammer 
kids, hardly disguised as Randle and Dexheimer. In it, too, 
an American, this time a European correspondent for a 
major network, becomes involved. And once again, the reso- 
lution may be Franka, his loving mistress and maybe his 


wife? 


The only point of difference between this well-matched 
pair of novels is that where one is concerned with a pulsing 
narrative of the World War II Resistance, the other centers 
on the North African troubles of France. Both are fine 
pieces of work by new writers, both show knowledge of the 
Gallic scene, both are as timely as today’s headline. If the 
Humes book is more poetic, more thoughtful, the Steinhouse 
opus has more vividness, more up-to-date realism. 

Here is impressive substance as well as excellent reading!

GLENN SHIRLEY pre- 
sents pen portraits of an 
even dozen authentic frontier 
characters—some heroes, 
some villains, but all salty 
and all daring and their 
stories equal in excitement 
the accounts of the better 
known gunmen of television 
fame. 

Take Cap Mossman, for in- 
stance, the organizer of the 
Arizona Rangers. He was 
determined to wind up his 
career of law enforcement 
by capturing the elusive 
Augustin Chacon, Mexican 
bandit, who had been terror- 
izing the border country for 
years. He had no legal right 
to cross the border, but 
he did—and brought back 
Chacon alive. 

“Bear Creek” Tom Smith, 
marshal of Abilene, carried 
a gun, but never used it. 
Instead he used his bare fists 
to enforce the local ordinance 
against carrying lethal wea- 
pons, He soon had the gun- 
happy cowboys checking 
their six-shooters with the 


saloonkeepers before setting 
out to “do the town.” 

Among the rogues was the 

notorious bandit 
Henry Starr, who couldn't 
resist holding up banks even 
when, in later years, he was 
doing well in the movie bus!i- 
ness and had flattering 
offers from Hollywood. His 
final relapse earned a bullet 
from a trigger-quick bank 
cashier. 
JOE STOKES was a dif- 
ferent breed of law-breaker. 
Mild-mannered and gentle- 
manly, he was deadly as a 
rattlesnake in never giving 
warning when he was about 
to strike. Finally wandering 
down to Nicaragua, he be- 
came involved in a revolu- 
tion and died a hero defend- 
ing a group of Américans 
from a lynch mob. 

Some of the stories in the 
book read as if they had 
come out of a dime novel, 
but they are all true and 
based on .solid research. 
Author Shirley has the abil- 
ity to weave in entertainment 
as he spins his authentic 
stories of the Old Frontier. 
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New Graphic Arts’ Series on KETC 


Jakob Rosenberg Is Narrator for Monday Night Programs

THE FIRST TWO telecasts of a 
new art series on KETC, the St. Louis 
educational television station, have gone 
on the air. This series is called “The 
Graphic Arts,” and it is both a survey 
and an appreciation of printmaking in 
Western art, from the fifteenth century 
to the present. 


The new Channel Nine program is 
carried on Monday nights at 9:30 
o'clock, and, with 20 more viewings to 
go, promises to be one of exceptional 
scope and interest. The program was 
organized and is narrated by Jakob 
Rosenberg, professor of fine arts at 
Harvard University and curator of 
prints at Fogg Museum. 


Rosenberg is a noted art historian 
and author. He moved into the tele- 
vision field just a year or so ago, dis- 
playing a ready grasp of its possibilities 
for opening up new vistas of art for 
both the general and the specialized 
audience. He now gives the assured 
impression of having assimilated the 
electronic image as a means of com- 
munication and as a showcase for earlier 
images produced by man, going back 
to those carved in and printed from 
wood. 


THE FILMED PROGRAM IS 
the fourth art series to be carried on 
KETC. These were begun a couple of 
years ago with Siegfried Reinhardt’s 
painting, on camera, of “Man of Sor- 
rows,” with commentary by J. J. 
Leonard of the KETC staff. This series, 
which showed the development of a 
painting from the first brushstroke to 
completion, was kinescoped and has 
been shown in several other cities 


which have stations in the National 
Educational Television network. The 
“Man of Sorrows” series is currently 
appearing on KETC again, on Tuesday 
nights at 9:30, for its third run. 

The second KETC art series was one 
in which Sculptor Carl Mose did the 
formidable head of K.O. Koverly in 
clay. This, too, made the rounds of 
what is called the ETV network, and 
has been repeated once in St. Louis. 

And, in 1956, the station did a num- 
ber of shows, “Artist of the Week,” 
in which works of artists in this area 
were displayed and discussed. This 
series included examples of painting, 
sculpture, drawing, printmaking, weav- 
ing and ceramics, In addition to these 
series, the station has put on a number 
of individual art programs—interviews, 
discussions of City Art Museum shows, 
reviews of current art topics. 

The Rosenberg series is the first of 
the art programs to originate outside 
St. Louis, and it suggests vast possi- 
bilities of exploring realms of art with 
specialists in each field as personal 
guides. 


THE SEQUENCE has been 
arranged so that it advances chrono- 
logically from the earliest phase of 
graphic art in Europe — the Gothic 
woodcuts of Germany, France and the 
Netherlands — through the print proc- 
esses of the Renaissance and the more 
recent periods in Europe and America. 
The subject matter is particularly 
well suited to television, since most of 
it is in black and white. The occasional 
color prints to be shown are those 
with strongly defined design qualities 
that carry well when the color is con- 
verted into gray tones, so generally

there is minimum loss of visual’ effect. 


Most of the Gothic woodcuts shown 
to introduce the series were fifteenth 
century religious pictures, scenes from 
the life of Christ, of the Virgin and 
of St. Dorothy, patromess of women in 
childbirth, designed for display in the 
home. The wood block print came into 
being in Europe along with the devel- 
opment of free cities, a general increase 
in trade along overland routes from 
Venice northward, the growth of a 
fairly prosperous middle class— and the 
beginnings of paper mills. 


It was not until 1150 that the first 
paper mill was set up in Europe, a 
Saracen enterprise in Spain. The first 
German paper mill began operations in 
1391 at Nuremberg. By the fifteenth 
century, paper had finally come into 
fairly general use, and the develop- 
ment of printing pictures from wood 
plates and of movable type followed 
in due course. 


ROSENBERG REVIEWED, in 
his opening appearance, the fifteenth 
century transitions of style in the early 
prints, from a rather monumental linear 
treatment of symbolic themes to a 
clearly realized pictorial rendition. Last 
week's program moved into the field of 
late Gothic engravings, a more refined 
art that attained an interesting develop- 
ment on playing cards. 


Tomorrow’s program will be on early 
Renaissance prints. In this fifteenth 
century Italian period, dominated by 
Pollaiuolo and Mantegna, prints took 
on elegance of line and refinements in 
the rendering of shading. 


Later ones will take up works of 
Leonardo da Vinci, Albrecht Durer, 
Renaissance engravers in Italy and Hol- 
land, drawings of Raphael and Michel- 
angelo, etchings of Jacques Callot and

SCHATZKAMER’S CURRENT activities include his 
half-hour television show, “Musical Mosaic,” on Channel 4 
every Sunday at 2:30 p.m., which he has been presenting for 
several months. He will make a return appearance as soloist 
at a regular subscription series concert of the St. Louls 
Symphony Orchestra next year. Schatzkamer, who was 
born and reared in New York City, studied under Alexander 
Siloti at the Juilliard School of Music. He has lived in 
St. Louis since 1951. .

Musical Life at Century's Turn

ALTHOUGH CARL FLESCH (1873-10944) is re- 
garded by posterity as a violin pedagogue and atithor of 
the monumental “Art of Violin Playing,” he achieved— 
during his lifetime, at least—considerable stature as a con- 
cert performer. He also fotind the time, in his later years, 
to set down his memoirs, which have recently been pub- 
oie in an English translation (The Macmillan Company. 
00). 

What elevates Flesch’s memoirs to the level of general 
interest, is the fact that he is so rarely involved in them. 
Apart from the inevitable doses of autobiography, Flesch’s 
volume is a first-person account of European musical ac- 
tivity in the years surrounding the turn of the century, 
and he views himself and his career as merely a part of 
the over-all panorama. And despite the fact that he ex- 
presses the intention of describing “the violinistic aspects 
of musical life,” he seems incapable of inhibiting his view- 
point so drastically. His attitude is too cosmopolitan, his 
intelligence too versatile to admit so parochial an outlook. 
FLESCH WAS ACQUAINTED with most of the 
important European musicians of the late nineteenth and 
early twentieth centuries, and he writes of them candidly, 
unaffectedly and—occasionally—maliciously. He tells us, for 
example, that “in intellectual respects Sarasate was in the 
lower income bracket;” and his concise (not to say terse) 
description of the violinist Teresina Tua notes that “she was 
a charming young girl with a seductive smile, which she 
turned on to the public when she muffed a passage.” 

But aside from periodic jibes, and despite his continual 
wit, Flesch writes earnestly. Furthermore, he writes ob- 
jectively, and with a keen awareness and appreciation of 
paradox and contradiction. His evaluations are founded 
upon deeds rather than personalities, and his ability to ac- 
cept—rather than overlook, or attempt to rationalize—the 
defects in those he loved or admired must be regarded :s 
a nearly lost art. Particularly impressive are his pages 
devoted to Artur Schnabel, with whom he performed much 
chamber music; Schnabel the performer and Schnabel the 
composer are regarded and treated as two separate and 
wholly independent creatures, and Flesch’s diametrically 
opposed conclusions concerning the two Artur Schnabel’s 
constitute eloquent and touching proof of his intellectual 
idealism. 


EVEN WHEN one cannot agree with him, Flesch is 
challenging and stimulating. I am unable, personally, to 
stomach his quixotic defense of Germany's position in 
World War I: nor can I accept his indictment of Joachim's 
editions as being “hardly distinguishable from the original 
text;” as though such were a defect. And at times he is 
pompous and bombastic (as when, in writing of Heifetz, he 
observes that “he readily accepted my criticism—a proof 
of his superior mentality”). His occasional technical digres- 
sions are relatively infrequent for a work of this character, 
and their presence is largely incidental to the whole. 

The translation, by Hans Keller, is facile and idiomatic, 
but an awkward passage is encountered now and then. 
The book is indexed and illustrated with photographs and 
facsimiles.

SUCH SLIGHTS as reserved park- 
ing spaces for custodians and office 
clerks while teachers must scramble 
with students for the remaining spaces, 
serve to re-inforce the impression of 
the insignificance of teachers in the 
eyes of the pupils. 

What does the Board of Education do 
to enhance the prestige of the teacher? 
Certainly it combats the notion that a 
teacher doesn’t work an eight-hour 
day. Some teachers must attend 
P.T.A. meetings or extra-curricular 
evening events. The St. Louis Board 
prides itself on being the first school 
system to require teachers with less 
than three years of St. Louis teaching 
experience to attend special monthly 
after-school meetings.

profession. They lament their low sal- 
aries, but refuse to admit that teachers 
should be paid according to ability and 
not the number of years they have man-

They refuse to acknowledge that 
communities will never and should 
never be willing to pay the five-figure 
salaries which the best teachers de- 
serve, to all teachers, good and bad, 
who hold their jobs a specified time. 


The poor teacher is a parasitic weed 
which depends on the efficient teacher 
to retain some remnant of quality in 
the profession, while preventing the 
fair spread of available funds accord- 
ing to ability. Frequently, the worst 
teachers are at the top of the salary 
scale, while the best are near the bot- 
tom. Who is the more likely to re- 
main?

The man who is looking at you in the above 
picture is the newly appointed editorial cartoonist 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. His name is Bill 
Mauldin, and he was born in 1921 on a farm in 
New Mexico. His first published cartoon appeared 


‘in The Coyote Journal, his Phoenix (Ariz.) high 


school newspaper, of which he was also an editor. 


Mauldin took along his drawing materials 
when he enlisted as an infantry rifleman in the 
U. $. Army in 1940. While he was still in basic 
training, his cartoon commentaries on Army life 
began appearing in the 45th Division News. By 
the time his outfit had been fighting in Sicily and 
Italy for not quite a year, the popularity of 
Mauldin’s cartoons among his fellow G.I.'s led to 
an assignment on Stars and Stripes, Mediterranean 
edition. The effect of his cartoons in that famous 
Army newspaper led to the publication of a series 
of pamphlet-bound reprints which sold by the hun- 
dreds of thousands and could be found in almost 
every infantry knapsack. Mauldin also continued 
to tote his own knapsack, participating in seven 
major campaigns in the Mediterranean and Eu- 
rope and receiving the Purple Heart and Legion 

erit. 


Meanwhile, back in the States, newspapers 
from coast to coast reprinted Mauldin's wartime 
cartoons, and one of his drawings won the Pulitzer 
Prize. Being only 23 years old, he became one of

the youngest Pulitzer Prize winners in the history 
of the awards. 


When Mauldin returned to civilian life in 
1946, the demand for his services as a free-lance 
writer and cartoonist reflected the reputation he 
had gained while in the Army. Two of his five 
postwar books were selected by the Book-of-the- 
Month Club, Hollywood made two movies based 
on his books, called him in as technical adviser on 
a third, and inveigled him into acting roles in two 
other motion pictures. During the ensuing years, 
his numerous assignments and engagements neces 
sitated so much cross-country travel that he de- 
cided to obtain his own pilot's license and fly his 
own plane. 


Mauldin had always considered his war car’ 
toons as being “95% editorial,” and like many 
other cartoonists with inherent tendencies to edi- 
torialize, he hoped that some day he would have 
the opportunity to concentrate his efforts in this 
specialized field. For many years he had been an 
admirer of the eminent and inimitable Daniel R. 
Fitzpatrick of the Post-Dispatch. Mauldin also 
had been impressed by the Post-Dispatch tradition 
which had permitted Fitzpatrick to practice the 
ultimate in independent expression. Last April, 
when Fitz eS Soe Sere pene Een S Sas 
had often been in Mauldin's thoughts came knock- 
ing at his door. 


And now Bill Mauldin ‘has an airplane 
for sale. He and his family will soon be 
living in the home he recently purchased 
in St. Louis County, and he will not need 
aircraft to travel to and from his drawing 
board in the Post-Dispatch Building. It's

HE fellas out at Glen 

Echo would swear that 

Fred Clarkson has been 
around long enough to have 
corrected the slice in the 
golf swing of Mary Stuart, 
but it’s not true that old 
Fred taught the Scottish 
queen who lost her head in 
1587. A Carnoustie man just 
wouldn’t be caught in his 
kilts at St. Andrews, the 
famed course that came into 
existence during good Queen 
Mary’s reign. 

The Carnoustie loyalty and 
other qualities of an engag- 
ing graybeard of golf came 
out during an 18-hole tour 
of Glen Echo as 18-year-old 
Richard Staats defeated Mike 
Fotakis, 17, for the district 
junior championship. 


Clarkson, who knows every 
tree of his course by its bark 
and every blade of grass by 
its brother-in-law, refereed 
the 5-and-3 junior final from 
an electric cart he handled 
with the same quiet joy he 
holds for his fresh-air home 
of the past 40 years. 


At 74, washboard flat in 
front, the wiry emeritus pro, 
who shot his age the other 
day, decided on the het 
bright afternoon that it 
would be more fun to ride 
than walk. Old Fred walks, 
incidentally, with the rolling 
gait of an old salt or, as son 
Don explained, with the 
limping roll of a man actu. 
ally malformed at the hips 
now from more than three- 
score years swinging against 
his left side. 


Most impressive, as young- 
sters Staats and Fotakis 
fought through the final, was 
the gentle comment and the 
occasional encouragement of 
the district’s elder statesman 
of the links. The senior 
Clarkson began teaching the

“Bless my soul, he is,” 
said the elder Clarkson, un- 
able to believe eyes that still 
are as keen as the golf 
teacher’s appreciation of 
good form. 

He really didn’t show fa- 
voritism and, in fact, he ex- 
pressed admiration for the 
self-taught efforts of medal- 
ist Fotakis, an Air Force of- 
ficer’s son who picked up the 
game out of books and on 
the sand course of Tripoli.

Afterward Mery Clark, the 
District Golf Association’s 
representative, presented the 
trophies to a happy Staats 
and a head-hanging Fotakis, 
who really had no reason to 
be downcast. Clark, too, de- 
served a medal for having 
turned out 132 junior golfers, 
the largest field since the 
tournament age limit was cut 
back from 21 to 19.

i Little did I dream of 
CLARISSA START the impact the saga of 
Sandy's daddy would have. It has taken on the proportions 
of Ulysses, led to an intense interest in World War II, its 
causes and effects, to requests for library books showing 
the devastation of Coventry, and to questions on policy 
that would baffle John Foster Dulles. 


If you really want a challenge, try explaining 
war in descriptive terms that a 6-year-old will 
understand and in moral terms that you won't 
mind having played back te you. 


MY INITIAL SHOCK came when I expressed the hope 
that there would never be another war and was told, 
“But if there is another war, we wouldn't be the bad guys, 
would we? We'd be the good guys again.” 

Suddenly you realize that in your eagerness to ex- 
plain “why we were mad” at Germany and Japan, you 
may have been guilty of over-simplification. You try to 
explain that in war there are no “good guys,” that each 
side thinks of the other as “bad.” 


Next you get over your head trying to ex- 
plain military alignments. No, we're not mad 
at Germany any more because now they’re our 
“friend” in case of another war, that war we hope 
we won't have. And no, we're not mad at the 
Japanese any more. And yes, we're still friends 
with England. Yes, we were mad at them once 
but that was still another war. And the Russians? 
Well, we were friends with them in the last war 
but we're not as much friends now any more 
because— 


“WELL, IT’S A LOT like children,” you explain 
mely. “You know how you have friends and you get 
syrad at them—vwell, nations are like that sometimes, too.” 

“Oh.” 

“Look, you like poetry. There’s a poem I'll read you 
sometime, ‘The Battle of Blenheim.’ It’s about an old man 
trying to explain the reasons for a war to a little boy.

IS THE CITY ART MU- 
SEUM’S $56,000 statue of 
Diana a fake? 


The finger has been pointed 
at the Etruscan style Diana 
and the awful word has bee 
uttered. 


Mrs. Margarete Bieber, re- 
cently retired special lecturer 
on art at Columbia University 
and an authority on ancient 
costumes, pointed the finger 
and issued a couple of printed 
pages of arguments. 

“The Diana,” she wrote, “is 
a fake, particularly on the 
ground of inconsistencies in 
the dress. The form of the 
mantle would be impossible in 
antiquity.” 


An attack on a major art 
object is likely to cause deep 
rumbles and far-reaching re- 
verberations. Large sums of 
money may be involved, as well 
as professional reputations, 
credence in other art objects, 
and support of museum funds. 
Such, a controversy attracts 
wide general attention because 
people are only human, and 
they reserve the right to en- 
joy the discomfiture of ex- 


perts in a field where ex- 
pertise carries so much 
authority. 


A challenge of this nature 
is a serious business, and for 
an expert to maintain a posi- 
tion on it, either way, some- 
times takes much the same 
kind of raw courage as. is 
exemplified in TV westerns 
when two adversaries take that 
long, slow walk toward each 
other down the otherwise de- 
serted street. When the smoke 
of bulletins, monographs, ci- 
tations, quotations, footnotes 
and polite disparagement has 
cleared away, one of the ex- 
perts may be as good as dead. 

The museum is standing 
firmly by Diana, and it has 
just put in the mail a bulletin 
containing a detailed state- 
ment for the _ sculpture’s 
authenticity. The evidence on 
both sides can be documented 
only up to a point. Beyond 
that, both the challenge and 
the defense rest on intricately 
reasoned conjectures, based on 
the work’s likenesses and un- 
likenesses to other works in 
the same general tradition. 
This is the case with a good 
many ancient art objects. 

The Diana controversy cen- 
ters mainly about its costume, 
plus the publication of three 
photographs of the sculpture, 
made before its restoration, in 
a 1955 book about a celebrated 
Italian art counterfeiter, the 
late Alceo Dossena. There are 
some odd circumstances about 
those photographs, but more 
about that later. 


The “Diana With a Fawn,” 
as the sculpture is identified 
at the City Art Museum, stands 
in a softly lighted niche in 
the Greek and Roman gallery. 
There, in a deep bay contain- 
ing displays of Greek vases and 
other objects whose age aver- 
ages out at about 3000 years, 
stands the striding Diana fig- 
ure with her ingenuously se- 
ductive archaic smile. 

The goddess who was both 
the hunter and protector of 
wild creatures is presented as 
a somewhat heavy-bodied maid- 
en, about two-thirds lifesize, 
who is seen in quick, confident 
stride, the fingers of her left 
hand touching the head of the 
fawn. Diana wears a long, 
white brown-hemmed pleated 
robe called a chiton, and ever 
this a short mantle of earth 
red. Her right hand gathers 
up some folds of the light un- 
dergarment and the forward 
part of the red mantle so their 
folds will not impede her step, 
exposing the stocky calf of her 
right leg. 

When the Diana was ac- 
auired by the museum five 

‘ars ago, it was declared to 

° in a remarkably good state 
of preservation by Perry T. 
Rathbone, who was the direc- 
tor then. Rathbone said the 
figure was “one of the most 
important revelations of the 
art of antiquity that has been 
made in the twentieth century.” 

The museum’s $56,000 pay- 
ment for “Diana With a Fawn,” 
made it the fourth most costly 
object in the St. Louis collec- 
tion. The only possessions 
that surpass it in value are 
all paintings — Rembrandt's 
“Portrait of a Young Man,” 
Holbein’s “Portrait of Lady 
Guilford” and Pieter de Hooch’s 
“A Game of Skittles.” 


The approximate year of the 
work was placed at 470 B.C., 
the style Etruscan. Charles Na- 
gel, who succeeded Rathbone 
as museum director, has pro-

Scotti, an amateur archeolo- 
gist of considerable achieve- 
ment and renown.

His interest in his amazing dis- 
covery, however, did not ex- 
tend to having his prize prop- 
erly put together or even 
cleaned. Nor did he concern 
himself with having the sculp- 
ture published or exhibited. 

“In time the Diana fell to 
the heirs of the Count and, 
still in her original condition, 
she was sold many years ago 
to a Swiss collector living in 
the Canton of Ticino. From 
him the sculpture was ac- 
quired for St. Louis by an 
agent of the museum.” 

The agent, Adolph Loewi, 
sold the work under a personal 
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“Diana With a Fawn,” one of the City Art Museum's most valued pos-

guarantee of its authenticity. 
The Diana was brought to St. 
Louis for exhibition, after hav- 
ing been restored by Joseph 
Ternbach of New York, who 
previously had restored the 
crested Greek helmet now on 
display near the Diana. 

Some authorities questioned 
the Diana at that time because, 
they said, she looked too good. 
Ternbach had supplied some 
missing parts, including the 
left hind leg of the fawn and 
a quiver which Ternbach rea- 
soned had originally hung 
from a slot in Diana’s back, 
and a bow that he added to the 
baton-like stub held in her 
left hand. Each addition 
could be removed by taking 
out a single screw. 

Because of the criticism, the 
sculpture was sent back to 


New York for dismantling of 
the restored parts which had 
been supplied in consultation 
with the museum, and for 
painstaking study of the origi- 
nal pieces. 


Then it was shipped back 
to Europe for further study. 
It was examined in turn by 
Andreas Rumpf, Etruscan 
scholar at the University of 
Cologne; Hans Muehlestein, 
Etruscan scholar of Zurich, 
Switzerland; Rinate Bartoccini, 
director of the Villa Giulia

Challenge to Its Authenticity Stirs Serious Art Controversy—What the Fuss Is All About

incrustations, and by Georg 
Karo of Freiburg, Germany, a 
specialist in forgeries of the 
antique. 


Finally, the sculpture and all 
the documents relating to it 
were turned over to Dr. Rein- 
hard Herbig. He is a former 
rector of Heidelberg Univer- 
sity and now director of the 
German Archeological Insti- 
tute at Rome, where the Diana 
had previously been studied 
and carefully photographed. 
Herbig was asked to study the 
work, to consult with critics 
of the sculpture group, and to 
write his opinion. 


Herbig recently published 
his findings in Germany, and 
it is a condensed translation 
of them by Dr. Thomas T. 
Hoopes, City Art Museum 
curator, that appears in the 
current Museum Bulletin. 


Herbig reported that al- 
though study of the Diana 
was made difficult by the 
many hands through which 
it had passed, any doubts 
about it can be resolved. He 
declared it to be a mixture 
—in its style, motif, attri- 
butes and dress—of Etrus- 
ean, Faliscan and Latin art 
types, rather than a pure 
Etruscan work, but at any 
rate to be genuine. 


Soon after Herbig’s publica- 
tion appeared, both the Diana 
and the report were attacked 
by Margarete Bieber, who had 
been cited by Herbig as an 
authority for some of his fa- 
vorable conclusions. 


Mrs. Bieber contended 
among other things, that the 
manner in which the hand 
pulls the chiton is not in ac- 
cord with the way this was 
done in Greek seulptures of 
that period, which might re- 
flect the prevailing canons 
of art. 

Then Mrs. Bieber said: 

“Everybody who has seen

the ‘book by Walter Lusetti, 
‘Alceo Dossena, Scultore,’ 
knows by now that the Diana 
with the Fawn is by the 
Italian sculptor Dossena. Here 
the group appears ... from 
photos taken in the workshop 
of Dossena in the 
same state as on the photos 
of the German Institute, not 
yet cleaned and held together 
by cords. Dossena died in 
1937 and the photos in the 
German Institute were taken 
in the winter 1937-38. The 
comparison with other works 
confirms . how Dossena 
was able to feel his way into 
the style of the archaic period 
and to create works of art 
based on the artistic tradition 
of this age, as he did of other 
periods.” 
The photographic reference 
leaves out of consideration an 
interesting question about 
string. The light twine that is 
shown in the Diana photos in 
the Dossena book holds to- 
gether a number of large, 
heavy parts. of a sculpture 
weighing more than 200 
pounds. 
Except for a slight change 
of camera angle, the purported 
Dossena photo is precisely like 
the trussed-up photo shown 
here, one of many documen- 
tary pictures made at the Ger- 
man Institute; even the striped 
fabric on which it stands is the 
same. That sloppily tied ar- 
rangement obviously could not 
have been kept intact during 
transport from Dossena’s stu- 
dio by some devious route to 
the German Institute, and it is 
hardly believable that the 21 
leces could or would have 
en retied in exactly the 
same way. 
The book, by Dossena’s son, 
consists only of two and one- 
half pages of biography, a por- 
trait of the sculptor and 51 
photographs, All. that it says 
about the Diana is in the pic 
ture caption: “Diana, archaic 
Etruscan style, terra-cotta.” 
The Diana pictures (the other 
two are details), shown with 
works Dossena is known to 
have done, present an implied 
claim by his son that Dossena 
also did the Diana, but this is 
contradicted by abundant evi- 
dence in the City Art Museum's 
files. 
The name “Dossena” is one 
to make museum directors 
moan in their sleep. In 1924, 
the Cleveland Museum paid 
$18,000 to a reputable dealer 
for a supposed fourteenth cen- 
tury Madonna and Child in 
polychromed wood. X-rays re- 
vealed it to be a recarving 
from a genuine seventeenth 
century figure. This was re- 
turned to the dealer in 1927—~ 
the same year in which the 
same museum paid $120,000 
for a marble Athena in archaic 
Greek style. 
“It was purchased,” the 
Cleveland curator wrote later, 
“with full knowledge that it 
did not conform, in all re- 
spects, to known Greek types, 
but in the belief that the 
whole group was from a pro- 
vincial school in a Greek col- 
ony.” 
The experts suspected this 
one, too, and sure enough it 
was another Dossena, which 
the dealer took back. 
No museum can ignore the 
possibility that some newly- 
found classical work may be a 
Dossena. The sculptor sold his 
works under his own name, 
but under the impression, his 
son writes, that his dealer, Al- 
fredo Fasoli, was ordering 
sculptures to decorate an 
Italian Renaissance style 
church in America. Instead, 
Fasoli was marketing them 
as genuine antique works at 
tremendous prices. 
A law suit by Dossena 
against Fasoli in 1929 brought 
the spurious transactions to 
light, and Dossena became pop- 
ular in his own right. 
Herbig takes full cognizance 
of the possibilities of forgery, 
and declares that examination 
of the entire work and its 
pieces confirms its genuine- 
ness. “I should really like to 
meet the forger who... can 
smash up a complete work and 
yet see to it that every single 
fragment is completely be 
lievable.” he wrote. “Not one 
single break is new and sharp; 
they all show the same equal, 
typical abrasion of the broken 
surfaces.” 
The museum’s document file 
on the Diana consists of sev- 
eral affidavits from former 
employes that they had seen 
the work in the home of Count 
Mancinelli-Scotti. One of these, 
employed in 1905 as the 
count’s archeological excava- 
tor, said the Diana was then 
in the count’s possession. 
The strongest witness f&

A Summer Boon 


NEW YORK, July 19. 


IF YOU MUST HAVE BARITONES—and I think it’s a 
state law that you must have baritones—Andy Williams 
is one of the most presentable young ones to come along 
in some time. He’s as skinny as Sinatra, almost as bony 

and his smile is even 
toothier. Of course, that 
doesn’t mean he’s an- 
other Sinatra but then 
there aren’t any other 
Sinatras anyhow. 
Williams is the sum- 
mer replacement for Pat 
Boone on the Chevy 
Showroom and this is as 
pleasant and expert and 
informal a program as 
I’ve found on the sum- 
mer air. For my money 
Mr. Williams is prefer- 
able to the winter re- 
placement, Pat Boone, 
simply because he’s more 
interesting. Not that I’ve 
got anything against Pat 
Boone — coming out 
against Pat Boone would 
be like coming out 
against the American 
flag—but he is just so healthy and wholesome and normal 
that he puts me to sleep. 

Williams, on the other hand, looks as if he has prob- 
lems that may some day be serious enough to sell to 
Look magazine in three installments (“I Make Four Mil- 
lion Dollars a Year But I’m Haunted By My Miserable 
Childhood”). Chevy, which also owns Dinah Shore and 
Mr. Boone, now has the Calumet stable of singers but I 
sometimes wonder if they’re not putting all their eggs 
in one basket.

One reason why the Williams show is such a 
good one is a very simple one: they sing good 
songs on it.

Do Something To Me,” a very early Cole Porter 
that is too seldom heard, and included “Swinging 
Down the Lane” and “Do I Love You.” 


EVEN BETTER was the second show which contained 
“A Foggy Day in London Town,” “Stars Fell on Alabama” 
(a good song even if it does rhyme Alabama with “glamour” 
and “hammer”), “Night and Day” and “Alexander’s Rag- 
time Band.” That's a pretty sound list and it confirms my 
feeling that good songs are beginning to be played again 
in public. You can listen to the radio for hours on end 
these days and hear any number of fairly respectable 
tunes. Of course, you will hear a lot of junk with it 
but the proportion is gradually changing for the better. 
I think things are looking up. 


Besides Mr. Williams and some good songs, 
the Chevy Showroom includes the Hamilton Trio 
whe are a very exciting and original trio of 
dancers, and Dick Van Dyke, a comic whe re- 
quires some explanation. Van Dyke in his two 
shows so far played a cat—yes, I said a cat— 
whose problems are intensely human and a guy 
trying to mail a letter in a high wind. Both are 
unlikely and fresh sources of comedy and Van 
Dyke, a tall drink of water with a long rubbery 
appealing face, is an exuberant and original tal- 
ent and I'm happy he’s got a regular showcase 
for it. Every time we start moaning there aren’t 
any more comedians, they start coming out of the 
woodwork. 


THE CHEVY SHOW is performed against lots of open 
space with such things as stepladders or saxophones hung 
from the ceiling as decoration. I like the use of light 
on this show, a moving, changing, living thing which live 
television uses so well and film uses so badly. 

Writer for the show, incidentally, is Robert. Paul 
Smith, who wrote that utterly charming book, “Where Did 
You Go? Out. What Did. You Do? Nothing,” and is at the 
moment the hottest thing in publishing. Just what he 
does for the show is not clear to me since there are 
hardly two pages of dialogue: per show, So I asked him 
what he was doing this for and he said, and I quote: 

“T want a piece of property on a lake. I think Andy 
Williams is a good singer, a good musician. He's making 
a career. I’m making money.”

Pupils Now Take Bus to Larger 
Schools—Old Structures Have 
Been Remodeled Into Homes, a 


Bar and Even a Chicken House

THE ERA of the one-room schoolhouse in St. Louis county 


is over. 


With the sale of the last one, Crescent School near Eureka, 
a colorful chapter of Americana has ended. 

One by one, devoured by Progress, the little schoolhouses 
have given way to the sleek, larger, more conveniently-located 


consolidated schools. 


Some of the original structures still stand, like wistful 
ragamuffins gazing at their rich neighbors. Weeds and dust 


cover playgrounds. 
are beginning to sag. 


But for others, the new day has brought new life. 
have become attractive homes. 


chicken house. 

Once scattered throughout 
the thinly-populated country- 
side, nestled in shady groves 
on country lanes or standing 
proudly on hillsides overlook- 
ing valley farms, the one-room 
schoolhouses played a many- 
faceted role in the community 
life. Centers of learning Mon- 
day through Friday, they 
opened their doors to township 
meetings in the evenings, 4-H 
Clubs on Saturday and worship 
services on Sunday. The one- 
room schoolhouse was the cen- 
ter of its isolated little world. 

At one time, there were 29 
in St. Louis county. Today 
there is none. 

As city people moved to the 
country and suburbs gobbled 
up farms, the little school- 
house was doomed. Its degth 
blow was the 1948 state law 
which called for district re- 
organization of rural schools. 
With construction of larger 
buildings and provision of bus 
service, the one-room school- 
house went on the block. 


Last to go was the stucco 
Crescent School on Lewis road 
near Eureka. Parents had kept 
it open as long as they could 
but last year its doors re- 
mained closed and the children 
were taken by bus to Eureka 
schools. This summer, the 
building and its surrounding 
wooded acreage were sold for 
$3350 to a former pupil, Mrs. 
Ralph Armistead, and her hus- 
band, principal of Manchester 
High School; They plan to 
convert it into a home. 


Thus, Crescent will have the 
same destiny as many of its 
contemporaries, including 
Chesterfield, Smith, Adams 
and Rowe. 


Chesterfield School, one big 
room with folding doors which 
could transform it into two, 
has now become a nine-room 
home for Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
M. Griffin. Located on Wild 
Horse Creek road, one and 
one-half miles from Highway 
40, the school was closed five 
years ago and assigned the ig- 
nominious chore of providing 
space for storage of shoes un- 
til the Griffins bought it. 


“Some husbands want a 
chicken farm,” said Mrs. Grif- 
fin. “Some want a boat. Mine 
wanted to remodel a school- 
house.” 


It looked beyond redemption 
when they first saw it, but 
with the imagination of a de- 
sign engineer—he’s at McDon- 
nell Aircraft—Griffin pictured 
the changes that could be 
made and set to work. Par- 
titions divided the school room 
into living room, dining room, 
den, bedrooms. Cloak rooms 
became dressing rooms. Two 
baths were added. 


The ceiling was lowered 
from 12 feet to nine, a double 
fireplace was installed and the 
school’s double doors with a 
fan-shaped window above them 
were narrowed to a single en- 
trance way. It still opens on to 
the vestibule where children 
used to stop to take off their 
boots and galoshes after trav- 
eling miles to school on winter 
days. 

Smith School, near Ballas 
road, has been transformed 
into a handsome home by Mr. 
and Mrs. W. E. Zander. They 
added a single redwood room 
to the front of the brick struc- 
ture. Partitions have done the 
rest. 


In front is the huge tree 
under which the original Smith 
School, a log cabin, stood. Out 
in the back is the bell which 
summoned students from near- 
by farms to their McGuffey 
Readers. 


Motorists, recalling the pic- 
nics they used to have on the 
old school grounds and the fun 
at recess, still turn off Ballas 
road into the yard of the 
former Rowe School, now the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. R. E. 
Sehrt. 

“They retreat in a hurry 
when they realize someone is 
living here,” said Mrs. Sehrt. 
“They say they remember how 
pretty it was and what a nice 
picnic spot it was when they 
used to go to school here.”

many pleasant recollections of 
the past at her school, She 
said: 

“We always had a first grade, 
but the others alternated each 
year. One year I taught the 
second, fourth, sixth and eighth 
grades, the next, the first, 
third, fifth and seventh. Chil- 
dren sat at their places until 
time to recite when they came 
forward and sat in red chairs 
in front of my desk. 

“We had 24 recitations on 
different subjects during the 
school day, some as short as 
five minutes, some as long as 
20 minutes. Fridays, after the 
last recess, we had spelling 
matches or composition writ- 
ing.” 

Play was an important part 
of life at Adams School. There 
were pageants and’ popcorn, 
volleyball and cookies baked 
on toy stoves. 

“On Hallowe'en, we set tubs 
of water out in the sun to 
warm and then bobbed for 
apples,” Mrs: Cronin recalled. 
“The children wore their cos- 
tumes and we made it a real 
holiday. Once we were out in 
the yard bobbing for apples 
when someone from the St. 
Louis public schools came out 
to inspect us and rate us on 
study and progress. I was so 
embarassed and told him I was 
afraid that if I made the chil- 
dren stop bobbing for apples 
and come in and read they 
wouldn't do their best work. 
But he told me he was con- 
vinced it was a good school. 
The children were happy—and 
that was evidence enough for 
him that the teaching was all 
right.” 

Alvin Steines, too, remem- 
bers the good times he had as 
a pupil at Wild Horse School— 
the spelling and _  ciphering 
matches on Friday afternoons, 
the ponies and horses the chil- 
dren rode to school, the games 
with string balls and home- 
made bats. 

But back in his school days, 
young Alvin, son of the school 
board president, never dreamed 
of its destiny. 

Today, it’s a chicken house 
—for Alvin’s chickens. 

As we drove into the shady 
yard off winding Wild Horse 
Creek road, Steines, sunburned 
and perspiring, was carrying 
water to his 700 white leg- 
horns. He put down his bucket, 
wiped his forehead and remi- 
nisced., 

His father, a successful 
farmer, had given the land for 
the sturdy white frame build- 
ing, but with a deed which 
gave the property back to his 
family should the school be 
closed. 

“I Know it’s all for the best,” 
said Steines, “but I can't help 
feeling a little sorry that the 
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Wild Horse School, which owner ALVIN STEINES now uses as a chicken house. He 
once was a pupil in the school. 
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one-room schoolhouse is gone. 
Even after I got out of school, 
I enjoyed seeing the children 
play over here. I miss them.” 

Evidence of the building's 
original purpose is still there. 
A homemade sign over the 
front door proclaims that this 
is Wild Horse School. The 
blackboards still stand at the 
end of the room, strangely out 
of place in a noisy chicken 
house. 


Glencoe School was another 
to undergo a strange transfor- 
mation—again at the hands of 
a former pupil. John Harness, 
who used to study in the lit- 
tle white schoolhouse at the 


bend of the road, now tends 
bar in the same spot. 
“Il always thought I'd be 


getting as far away as possi- 
ble,” he said with a smile. 


“Never dreamed I'd end up in 
the same place.”

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John married the twin sis- 
ter of Mrs. Delbert Stovall, the 
last to teach at Glencoe School.

all the others. There were no 
cafeterias. The children brought 
their lunch and ate beneath the 
trees in the spring and fall, 
around the pot-bellied stove in 
the winter. There were no 
gymnasiums. The children ran 
for the swings at recess, used 
home-made equipment for 
their impromptu ball games. 


There were no libraries, but 
in recent years, the children 
awaited the coming of the St. 
Louis County Library's Book- 
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mobile almost as eagerly as 
they waited for Santa Claus. 


No place has the gradual 
disappearance of the one-room 
schoolhouse been portrayed 
more dramatically than in the 
photographic display on the 
wall of the office of Mrs. Eu- 
genia M. Becker, chief of chil- 
dren's services for the county 
library. One by one, the pic- 
tures of the tiny schoolhouses 
have come down, to be re- 
placed by photographs of mod- 
ern, consolidated buildings. 


“The arriva) of the Book- 
mobile always was a highlight 
in the life of the school,” Mrs. 
Becker recalled. “At one school, 
I remember, the weather was 
so bad that the teacher dis- 
missed her class and tried to 
send the students home. But 
they wouldn't go. They waited 
until the Bookmobile arrived 
with their books before they 
left the school,” 


The librarians brought 
friendship as well as books. 
Once, Mrs. Becker stayed to 
teach the children how to 
square dance, and two other 
librarians succumbed to the 
pupil's pleas that they stay 
long enough for a game of 
ante-over. One farm family al- 
ways saw to it that the libra- 
rians had cold lemonade on the 
warmest days. 


“We became a part of their 
life,” recalled Mrs. Robert H. 
Turner, who used to ride the 
Bookmobile into the farthest 
reaches of St. Louis county. 
“This was the children’s only 
access to the outside world. 
Many had no phones and there 
were no television sets at that 
time 


“I was impressed that so few 
books were lost or damaged. 
It showed their longing to read. 
The reading level of some of 
the children who had such lim- 
ited opportunities was amazing 
to me. It showed the fine work 
that the teachers in those one- 
room schoolhouses were doing. 

“T can still see some of 
those teachers up and 
down the aisles, 


here 


and there to give individual 
help. They gave the children 
the niceties of life, taught them 
order, good manners, along 
with reading and writing. 

“I remember especially the 
elderly Negro teacher who 
trudged to Hog Hollow Schoo! 
to teach her 10 pupils. There 
were deep ruts in the road and 
Often some. of the children 
couldn't get there, but the 
teacher was always there. One 
Christmas we came to give 
them a Christmas story hour 
and instead they presented for 
us the most beautiful program 
—music in perfect harmony 
even though they had ne piano. 
We went away realizing that 
teaching does not always de- 
pend on facilities.” 


Sometimes even the Book- 
mobile couldn't get through, 
but, knowing the welcome 
awaiting them, the librarians 
wouldn't give up without a 
great effort to buck the weath- 
er and bad roads. 

Mrs. Harold Thiemann, one 
of the former St. Louis Coun- 
ty librarians, recalls a harrow- 
ing experience of making her 
way through flooded areas to 
Centaur Station. She said: 


“The Missouri river was 
flooded and the townspeople 
were riding around in boats. 
We couldn't get the Bookmo- 
bile through to the school, but 
we did back it up to the water's 
edge and those flooded-out 
people came up in their boats 
to make sure they'd get their 
books.” 


Glenn Thoming, a Bookmo- 
bile driver, often had to call 
on the bigger students to help 
push the mired-down library- 
on-wheels out of the school- 
yard. 


“My mother taught 37 years 
in a one-room school,” he re- 
called, “I was her pupil for two 
years and, believe me, those 
were the roughest two years | 
ever spent in school.” 


To Thoming, one of the hap- 
piest memories of his earlier 
days as a driver was sitting 
with the children on the lawn 
around Alt School and eating 
lunch while the librarian told 
stories. Today Alt School is 
deserted and the grass grows 
tall around the boarded-up 
windows. The building stands 
silent in a little clearing not 
far from the highway where 
twice a day fat yellow busses 
take their young pasengers to 
and from the _ consolidated 
school down the road. 


And in their offices, not far 
away, the men who direct the 
new era in education look back 
with a touch of nostalgia.

Wilbur Evans--Back 


At Muny Opera’ 


AFTER 32 YEARS in show business, Wilbur Evans is’ a. 
perfect. picture of how an actor-singer can grow gray grace- 
fully. When I talked to Wilbur last week at the Gatesworth 
Hotel, he seemed to be enjoying life tremendously. His hair 
and mustache are white, but the mustache is still a dashing 
one which could properly be called a mustachio since it curls 
up jauntily at the ends. The black eyes are. snapping in a 
ruddy face beneath dark brows, and he’s as haridsorié as ever. 
He’s jolly and carefree, with enormous vitality, ‘what they 
used to call a bon vivant in the old days, 7 = 

The star of ten productions in nine seasons sifice 1937 at 
Municipal Opera was wearing a gay light plaid jacket.and a 
roguish expression. He looked as if he could qualify for the 
man on the Esquire cover casting an eye at a Marilyn Monroe 
type. He’s ideal for the role he has in’ Johann Strauss’ 
“Rosalinda” (“Die Fledermaus”) this week at the opera— 
the jovial jokester, Dr. Falke. 


“The gray hair is no trouble,” said Wilbur. “As a 
matter of fact I was prematurely gray and used to 
have a dye job when I played the younger, dashing 
heroes. Thank heavens, I still have plenty of it, and 
can always touch it up for the role. But there are 
several good starring roles for the more mature 
singer. I do Emile De Becque in ‘South Pacific’ and 
Cesar in ‘Fanny’ regularly in summer opera. I could 
do the Italian vintner in “The Most Happy Fella,’ 
but Ed Lester at the Los Angeles Civic Light Opera 
said I was too suave—it calls for a coarse and earthy 
type, which I’m. not, ha, ha. As a matter of fact, 
I’ve chiefly done Continentals, you know.” 


HE’S SUCH A GOOD Emile De Becque that he played it 
for two years in the London version of “Soith Pacific” at the 
Drury Lane Theater, the first year opposite Mary Martin as 
Nellie Forbush, the second opposite Julie Wilson. “I was the 
Ezio Pinza of England,” he said cheerfully. One indication of 
how well he had clicked is that his name was featured over 
Mary Martin’s on the English record album of “South Pacific.” 

I asked him how he liked the English people. “Well,” he 
said modestly, “I happened to meet some of the better types 
of English. Like the royal family, you know. They came one 
night in 1952 and Mary and myself were invited into their 
box to sip champagne between the acts—George VI, the 
Queen, and the princesses. I sat by Queen Elizabeth and had 
to make conversation. Well, what do you say to a Queen? 
You don’t say, ‘Are you getting a kick, Queenie?’ So I took 
refuge, as I guess everyone does, in formalities, the polite 
bromides. 


“But she said something that was very human. 
She said rather wistfully, ‘Princess Elizabeth and 
Philip are leaving for Kenya, you know, and His 
Majesty and I are planning a voyage to South Africa, 
and I thought this show would be a gay thing for a 
last evening together.’ How prepmhetic that ‘ast eve- 
ning’ phrase was. Seven days later the King was dead, 
and Elizabeth and Philip were hurrying home from 
Kenya.” 


I CHECKED with Wilbur on what else he had been doing 
since I last saw him here in 1950 when he played in “Of Thee 
1 Sing,” at Muny Opera. He had directed and played the 
leads in a winter season of tent musicals if 1950-1951 at St. 
Petersburg, Fla. In 1949, he had directéd « dn the 
pidneer summer musf@al tent show for St. Mohme wt 
Lambertville, N.J. (The best way to overcome the inadequacies 
of theater-in-the-round for musicals, he found, was ‘to speed 
up the show terrifically by cutting it.) 

Then he went to London and “SotthPaéiffe” for two years. 
During his stay in England, he played the American ambassa- 
dor in Gregory Peck’s film adaptation of Mark Twain's “Man 
With a Million.” In 1953-54 he played opposite Shirley Booth 
in the Arthur Schwartz musical, “By the Beautiful Sea,” on 
Broadway. 

In 1955 he directed the Valley Forge Music Fair. In 1956 
and last year he did 23 weeks of “South Pacific,” and “Fanny,” 
in summer theaters. He's just completed the same two shows 
this season at Kansas City Starlight Theater. He has a house 
in his home town, Philadelphia and is engaged to a lady of 
an old Philadelphia family ‘he was married twice before). 
He sang 40 “club dates” around Philadelphia and with several 
neighboring symphony orchestras last winter season, is on the 
board of directors of the Philadelphia Grand Opera Company, 
is general artistic director for the company and plans to pro- 
duce four light operas this coming winter season for them to 
supplement the grand opera repertory. In other words, he’s 
a prominent citizen in a town that he loves. 


“Can you still sing, Wilbur?” I asked rudely. 

“You bet. I still can sing ‘Largo al factotum’ from 
‘The Barber of Seville.’ When you can sing that,” he 
chuckled, “you're still In business as a baritone, man.”

The New Films

BRIGITTE BARDOT’S latest picture, “THE NIGHT 
HEAVEN FELL,” now at the SHADY OAK and RICHMOND 
THEATERS, is a Continuation of the sure-fire formula. That 
is, to have Brigitte expose various portions of her lithe torso 
as many times as you cain make excuses for it in the script. 
This time. it’s in a rather trashy melodrama laid in Spain 
(but the dialogue is in French) in which Brigitte gets involved 
in the killing of her lecherous uncle by her aunt’s lover, aids 
the young man to escape, and herself finally succumbs to him. 

First we have such teases as Brigitte in a slip clowning 
on a bed, Brigitte in scanty undies. Brigitte taking a shower 
and hiding, au natural, behind a gypsy girl, then posing in a 
towel. Then we have the big love scene in a cave where she's 
hiding with the fugitive, in which it’s guesswork from the 
scientifically measured closeups just how much of her anato- 
my is exposed. Apparently the audience is interested only in 
these interludes; when Brigitte was shot by mistake by the 
police and lay dying hammily in the narrow street of a Spanish 
town, the audience broke for the exits, knowing full well 
there’d be no more exhibitions. 

Brigitte, in this at least, is a very bad actress, and that air 
of childish, provocative innocence combined with natural sex 
allure is beginning to wear thin, as she’s getting a hard look 
around the eyes. Alida Valli, who was quite acceptable in her 
Hollywood career, plays the aunt, and Stephen Boyd, an English 
actor of no particular merit, the fugitive lover. The thing 
has been produced by Raoul Levy and directed by Roger 
Vadim, the gentlemen who gave us that immortal classic, 
“And God Created Woman.” They have managed everything 
at a B-B grade level. 

I think the salvation for the movie business to is have 
B.B.—Brigitte Bardot—marry Elvis Presley, and thus create 
the greatest box-office team—and the worst acting—of all time.

"| find that | need 
at least nine hours 
sleep a day.’

Most American soldiers abroad did share what they 
had. Many of the toughest, most battle-hardened of 
them, when confronted by a line of scrawny kids with 
tin buckets and pinched faces, found themselves 
going back through the chow line for a refill and sur- 
reptitiously dumping it all into the waiting cans. 
No matter if the soldier was dirty, unshaven, 
ragged and underpaid-——he was a prince in millions 
of eyes. There is no way of measuring the good he did, 
but there is no doubt that the investment in good will 
was far greater than anything that could have been 
accomplished by a corps of ambassadors. x

Why men fall in love with 


 INGRID BERGMAN 


At 43, she’s more appealing than ever. Here are some of the reasons

LONDON. 
One afternoon on the set of The Inn of the Sixth Hap- 
piness, a film she recently completed here, Ingrid 
Bergman confided that she hoped the annulment 
of her marriage to Roberto Rossellini would come 
through quickly. Then Ingrid could marry Lars 
Schmidt, the Swedish play producer with whom she 
has been going since her legal separation from Ros- 
sellini last November. 

A hairdresser, overhearing the actresss remarks, 
turned to me with a look of wonderment. “It’s posi- 
tively amazing,” she said. “Here’s a woman who is 43 
years old. She’s had four children. And yet many men 
fall in love with her, and want to marry her. What's 
she got that the rest of us haven't?” 

I ambled over to Mark Robson, 44, Montreal-born 


producer-director of the film. Over the years he has 
directed such memorable film fare as The Champion, 
The Bridges of Toko-Ri, Peyton Place. In the process 
he has learned to read actresses as easily as the top line 
of an optometrist’s testing chart. 

“Mark,” I said. “Are you in love with Ingrid Berg- 
man?” 

“Sure,” he grinned. “Though it's strictly in a broth- 
erly way. 

“It's very difficult for a director not to love Ingrid, 
largely because she gives you the feeling that she wants 
desperately to help you, to cooperate with you, to make 
life easier. Anatole Litvak felt this when he directed 
her in Anastasia. Before that it was Jean Renoir, be- 
fore him it was Rossellini. Before Rossellini it was 
Leo McCarey. 

“The most wonderful thing about Ingrid is her lack 
of pretense. She has never forgotten who she is or 
where she came from. She sprang from a poor Swedish

family — her mother died when she was 2, her father 
when she was 10. He was a photographer of sorts. She 
was raised by relatives and, well, she’s never forgotten 
her working-class roots or tried to compensate for 
them. In a movie business pervaded with sycophanc\ 
and flattery, she has never succumbed to any of it. | 
walked into her dressing room the other day, and she 
was mending a pair of blue jeans. “Why don’t you bu 
a new pair?’ I joked. She smiled at me. ‘I like to mend, 
Mark,’ she said. ‘I like to do something with my hands. 
I like to feel useful.’ | 

“I've flown to Paris with her,” Robson went on, 
“and we went tourist class. All she took with her was 
an overnight bag. She refuses to put on the dog. She 
is incredibly adaptable. She fits in with everyone. Take 
the Chinese extras on this picture. In order to get 
them we had to canvass every city in England. Ingrid 
treats them all with dignity, kindness and respect.

It has made her 
kinder and more gentle. In this day and age when 
many women think of themselves as squelchers of 
men, she stands out like an oasis in the desert.” 

Other men I consulted on Bergman were equall) 
profuse in their praise. They pointed out that whil 
the springtime of Ingrid’s beauty has passed, she is 
even more attractive now than she was 20 years ago 
in the full bloom of her youth. 

“In this world of perpetual crisis and strain,” ¢. 
plained Curt Jurgens, who plays her Eurasian lover 
in The Inn of the Sixth Happiness, “Ingrid radiates 
the spirit, the mental climate so many of us men need. 
Nowadays we're looking for uncomplicated women, 
women who are simple and forthright and honest an 
healthy and fun and charming. Ingrid Bergman is 
such a woman.” 

Another actor said, “Most women have the capacit 
for brutal revenge. Let a husband do soniething wrong 
and they will nag him to his grave. Not Ingrid. She is 
completely without rancor.”

with Sonali Das Gupta, an Indian beauty in Calcutta 
who supposedly was helping him finish a film he had 
shot in her country, Ingrid was intensely embarrassed 
when the story hit the newspapers. She declined to 
believe the gossip. When Rossellini returned to Rome, 
he confirmed the rumors of his liaison by asking 
Ingrid for a separation or divorce. Ingrid was hurt 
and confused. The prediction so many of Rossellini’s 
detractors had once made — “He won't stay with 
Ingrid long” —- had come to pass. 

Rossellini, who attributes his failures to an unjust 
fate rather than to his own inadequacies, presently 
came to Ingrid for a favor. The authorities in Calcutta 
refused to let him take his film out of India to be 


edited in some other country. “Without the negative,” 


he said, “I can do nothing, I am ruined.” 

He asked Ingrid to go to London where the Indian 
Prime Minister, Pandit Nehru, was visiting and enlist 
his aid. Now, any ordinary wife who had been embar- 
rassed by a philandering husband would have told 
him to go fly a kite. 

Instead, Ingrid flew from Paris to London, saw 
Nehru, explained Rossellini’s plight. Nehru’s answer 
was, “I have much more to do than unravel the in- 
trigues of the Indian film industry. But I'll see what 


I.can do.” A few weeks later Rossellini’s film arrived 
from Calcutta. He is now in Paris editing it. 

When Ingrid is asked to comment on Rossellini, 
she does so with touching kindness. “I want you to 
know,” she told me, “that he taught me more than any 
director | have ever worked with. He is truly a great, 
great director, and perhaps if.we had done a film or 
play that was a real hit, things might have been dif- 
ferent.

GALWAY, IRELAND. 

I'll take you home again, Kathleen, 

Across the ocean wild and wide... 
The wistful promise to return one day to 
the “old country” was long crooned but 
seldom kept by Irish emigrants to America, 
since few could afford to leave their jobs 
there. Today, though, with income from 
boom-time savings, social security and 
pension’ plans, more and more Irish- 
Americans are taking themselves and their 
Kathleens home again. 

Some 10,000 U.S. citizens, about 95 
per cent of Irish ancestry, now live in 
Ireland (which is called Eire only in 
Gaelic). Many are retired, but some have 
become active in their own businesses. On 
these pages are shown some Irish-Ameri- 
cans who have settled down in this charm- 
ing picture-postcard city (pop. 21,000) 
on Ireland's lushly green west coast. 

Ireland's beauty is not the only lure that 
brings her sons and daughters home. Since 
the dollar stretches far here, a $200-a- 
month income enables Americans to live a 
life few Irish Rileys get to live. 

Homes, for example, are yery cheap by 
U.S. standards. A six-bedroom house, with 
central heating, garage and an acre of 
first-class land, sells for between $7,500 
and $9,000. A modern two-story, three- 
bedroom house costs roughly $6,000. 
Mortgage payments, including taxes, for 


a $9,000 home come to less than $60 a 
month. 

Rents are just as attractive. You can 
rent an unfurnished three-bedroom house 
for about $40 a month. Top hotels charge 
about $42 a week for room and three 
meals a day. You can get room and board 
in a boarding-house for $21 a week. 

Food runs about half U.S. prices. Prime 
beef sells for 45¢ a pound, butter 50¢, a 
loaf of bread 10¢, a quart of milk 14¢. 

A maid to help the lady of the house 
gets only about $6 a week, plus meals. 
“Daily help” for cleaning and washing 
usually is available at 35¢ an hour. 

You can buy on time, too, though the 
Irish themselves frown on it. Suspicious 
about how long you must pay, they call 
installment buying the “Kathleen Mavour- 
neen system.” (Says the ballad: “It may be 
for years and it may be forever . . .” ) 


Citizenship Rules 


All told, say Americans living here, a 
couple can live quite well —— after making 
a 20 per cent down payment on their 
home and furnishing it — on about $180 
a month. 

With a U.S. passport in his pocket, an 
American can settle down in Ireland with 
few formalities. Native-born Americans 
Cand naturalized citizens who have lived 
in the U.S. 25 years following naturali- 


zation and are over 60) can stay as long 
as they like without losing U.S. citizen- 
ship. Other naturalized Americans must 
return to the U.S. within three vears — 
though men who became citizens by serv- 
ing in the U.S. armed forces during war, 
Korea excepted, also can stay as long as 
they like. 

You can take a job here if you are an 
American citizen born in Ireland (since 
the Irish government still considers you 
her citizen ). But non-Irish must get gov- 
ernment. permission to take a job. Since 
jobs are scarce, Irish and non-Irish are 
advised not to come here without a small 
but steady income to get them by, if need 
be, without working. 

There are other drawbacks. Some 
Americans, accustomed to the quick pace 
of the U.S., get bored. Homes, though 
equipped with many modern conven- 
iences, don’t have the electronic wonders 
of new U.S. kitchens. Many find the tem- 
perature (averaging 40° in the winter, 
60° in the summer) on the chilly side. 
And Ireland rarely has wanted for rain. 

But most Irish-Americans shrug off 
such things and cite the advantages, finan- 
cial and otherwise. Sums up one, in a 
parody of the famous lyrics: 

Oh I will take you back, Kathleen, 

To where your heart —- and purse — 
will know no pain...

HE MOST NATURAL and unaffected per- 
gee 1 ever have known is my wife 
Maurine. A few weeks ago, when she was 
photographed in a trim black bathing suit at 
a Democratic dinner and fashion show here, 
some of my Senate colleagues asked whether 
I thought it was good or bad politics. This 
was my answer: 

“Of one thing I am sure. My wife is going 
to be her own normal self, without regard to 
politics. She behaves exactly the same now 
as she did before my election as a Senator. 
She wouldn't have it any other way. If the 
voters don’t want us as the kind of people we 
actually are, then Maurine sincerely believes 
they should elect somprebody else.” 

And I went on to point out that Maurine 
and I have a motto in which we place great 
trust. It is from act | of Hamlet, in the words 
addressed by Polonius to his son, Laertes: 

“This above all — to thine own self be 
true, and it must follow, as the night the day, 
thou canst not then be false to any man.” 

That wise counsel from Shakespeare hangs 
beside my desk in the Senate Office Buikling, 
and Maurine is the person who put it there. 
Thus, no problem was presented in her mind 
when she was urged by some of her friends 
to model a sleek Oregon-manufactured bath- 
ing suit at the fashion show. As a former 
modern dancer and teacher of physical edu- 
cation, Maurine did what came naturally - 
she modeled the suit. 

A clamor arose after photographs of her 
had appeared in newspapers across the land. 
Some people felt it was undignified and im- 
proper for the wife of a United States Senator 
to be seen in public in a bathing suit. Maurine 


gave an interview which demonstrates her 
customary attitude in such matters. 

“The Department of Commerce tells me 
that 12,000,000 women’s bathing suits were 
sold in our country during 1957,” she said. 
“If it is permissible for all these women to 
wear bathing suits, then it is equally right 
for the wife of a Senator to do so.” 


Down with White Oleo! 


My wife has been following her own inde- 
pendent code of conduct as long as I have 
known her, and | am convinced that it meets 
with the approval of the citizens of our state. 
Some people were aghast when ‘Maurine, as 
a member of the Oregon Legislature, put on 
a Mother Hubbard striped apron and mixed 
margarine in the marble chambers of the 
State Capitol Building. Yet she was success- 
ful in persuading her colleagues, in a dairy- 
ing state, to vote away a 34-year-old law 
forbidding colored margarine. That Maur- 
ine’s own mother operated a dairy farm made 
no difference to her. White oleo had to go! 

| can recall the recent grumbling of some 
of our intimate Democratic friends when 
Maurine was the only Senatorial. wife to un- 
dertake the trip to Camden, N.]., for the 
sponsoring by Mrs. Richard M. Nixon of the 
experimental new nuclear merchant ship, 
Savannah. They complained that Maurine 
had no business paying such homage to the 
wife of the Republican Vice President. 

“But I like Pat Nixon,” protested Maurine. 
“In my opinion, she is a sweet, wonderful 
person, | don't think political partisanship 
has anything to do with a Senator's wife 
going along to do her honor at an event like 
the keel-laving of the Savannah.” 
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is her own boss

When I was running for the Senate, Maur- 
ine gave my campaign managers many anx- 
ious moments. Because she was a member of 
the Legislature, we both spoke at dinners and 
political rallies. Yet she refused to clear her 
extemporaneous remarks in advance. Take 
the rural meeting where I argued for Federal 
farm-price supports —- and Maurine thought 
farmers might get along better without so 
much Government help. 

“How do you expect to represent us in the 
Senate if you can’t even get together with 
your own wife on farm policy?” asked a bel- 
ligerent voice in the audience. 

Maurine motioned to me that she would 
like to reply to the question. She faced the 
interrogator calmly. “Would you have any 
real confidence in a husband and wife who 
crossed every ‘t’ and dotted every ‘i’ in the 
same way, like a well-drilled tap-dance or 
juggling team?” she asked. “Or would you 
rather be represented by genuine people who 
have sufficient faith in your intelligence not 
to rehearse all their words in advance?” 

From the applause which shook the 
Grange hall, I thought I knew how that com- 
munity would vote on election day. 


Boost from the Bishop 


My colleagues who questioned Maurine’s 
recent bathing-suit appearance did not know 
that she had done practically the same thing 
back in 1954. At a charity tea given by 
Soroptomists in Portland, the wives of various 
men in public life modeled clothes. Perhaps 
because of her lithe figure and athletic pro- 
ficiency, Maurine’s assignment was shorts 
and bathing suits. When a few opponents 
attempted to make political capital out of this, 


I received unexpected words of reassurance. 

“The voters have sized up your wife and 
they like her. They approve of her, whether 
she wears a canvas tent or shorts — perhaps 
even better in shorts!” 

The speaker? A. Raymond Grant, Metho- 
dist Bishop of the Pacific Northwest and close 
friend of Chief Justice Earl Warren. 

.Men with political ambitions frequently 
wonder how their wives can help their car- 
eers. My own experience has convinced me 
that many of these couples try too hard. The 
wife exaggerates in public her awe and ad- 
miration for her husband. The husband, 
conversely, often exhibits too ostentatiously 
his affection and solicitude for his wife. The 
average voter is not a fool. If he decides that 
the couple seeking his vote is acting a staged 
role, then the outcome on election day may 
be disastrous indeed. 


Who Wears the Pants? 


Maurine, by contrast, is so matter-of-fact 
about politics that she seldom consults me in 
advance regarding her public career. This 
attitude once led a political adversary of mine 
to charge that it was Mrs. Neuberger who 
wore the trousers in our family. 

A few days later I received a letter from a 
prominent clubwoman in our state. “Most 
male politicians are so arrogant and con- 
ceited,” she wrote, “that I am pleased to learn 
of at least one whose wife has the freedom 
and opportunity to enjoy a public forum in 
her own right. I have never voted for a 
Democrat before, but I intend to support you 
at the next election. You can thank Mrs. 
Neuberger for this, because I glory in her 
spunk and independence.” ¥

LASKA’S SUCCESS in its move toward statehood 
has increased the chance and the desire of 
Hawaii to become a state. A territory of the 
United States since 1900, Hawaii has tried for the last 
half-century for statehood. Because of its larger pop- 
ulation (550,000), its more advanced economic devel- 
ee and its greater measure of self-government, 
awaii was considered by many to have an edge on 
Alaska in the race. Hawaii, at its own request, was 
annexed by the United States. It had become an in- 
dependent republic in 1894 after several centuries of 
e by native kings. 

Hawaii consists of 20 islands, eight of them in- 
habited, with a total land area of 6423 square miles. 
The 375- mile-long island chain is volcanic in origin, 
and contains the biggest active volcano in the world, 
Mauna Loa, which towers 13,680 feet over the island 
of Hawaii. Another hazard of nature is occasional 
tidal waves, caused by earthquakes along the coast 
of its sister territory, Alaska. The last major tidal 
wave, in 1946, took about 150 lives and caused heavy 
property damage.

The predominance of ori- 
ental races has led some Southern members of Con- 
gress to oppose statehood. They fear Hawaii's rep- 
resentatives would vote against them on civil rights 
issues. Although prospects for attaining statehood 
appear dim this year, Congress can expect to hear 
the Hawaiian war beat loud and long for 
approval in 1959.

Glacier Marks on St. Louis — 
275,000 YEARS OLD 


BOUT 275,000 YEARS AGO St. Louis was partially covered by the 
southern edge of a gigantic glacier that extended over a good portion 
of the North American continent. One of its major effects here was to 

divert the Mississippi River through portions of what are now St. Louis and 
St. Louis County. Results of this change can still be seen today in the over- 
sized river beds that are now Mill Creek Valley and River des Peres. 

This great glacier, and others that came before and after it, were at least 
10,000 feet thick in places, and immensely powerful. Among other things, 
a determined the present course of the Ohio River and formed the Great 

The effect of glacial action on the metropolitan St. Louis area was 
pointed out in an eight-day summer course given by St. Louis University. 
Other aspects of local geology, including the formation of mineral deposits 
and how they are now utilized, also were covered. Designed for teachers, 
science club leaders and others interested in geology, the course was evenly 
divided between lectures and field trips.

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Professor Brill, in O'Fallon Park, holds out his arms to indicate the 
separation between a glacial deposit, on which he is standing, and a 
layer’ of loess above, indicated by pick. Composed of rock finely 
ground by the glaciers, loess was wind-blown over wide areas. It 
eomed the parent soil for much of the rich Midwest farmland. 


Following the course of the river when diverted by the ice sheet, stu- 

dents survey the aftereffects in Forest Park. The Mississippi entered 

the park from the azorthwest, roughly following the present-day 

Wabash Railroad tracks. When blocked from the Mill Creek Valley 

by a further extension of the glacier, the river turned to leave the 
park in the area formerly occupied by Walsh Stadium. 
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At the start of one of the field trips, Professor Brill, stand- 
ing with group at corner of Grand boulevard and Laclede 
avenue, points south to where the diverted Mississippi 
flowed down the Mil] Creek Valley. Only water flowing 

in the valley now is carried by a sewer.

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BULL MARKET IN BEE JELLY 
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Using a vacuum pump, Little removes royal jelly 

from the cells containing queen bee larvae. The 

pump can extract about half a pound of jelly a day 

from the cells. Larvae must be in special cells be- 

fore other bees will secrete royal jelly for food. 
Little lives in Shelbyville, Tennessee. 


HE QUEST for the “fountain of youth,” in one form or an- 
other, goes on and on. One of the latest forms being touted 
is royal jelly, the food of the queen bee. Some drug and 
cosmetic manufacturers are using it in their products. 

Queen bees certainly thrive on royal jelly—they live as 
long as three years, while the ordinary worker bee may last 
only six weeks. Whether it helps humans is an open ques- 
tion. But it does help those who gather and sell it. Demand 
has driven the price of royal jelly to a lofty $240 a pound. 

In Tennessee, a group of persons who harvest royal jelly 
and sell it has organized a research foundation to investigate 
scientific oe pe of the substance. Vice chairman of the 
group is Little, state apiarist of the Tennessee Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Worker bees swarm over a frame of queen bee 
cells that Little is holding. The workers are build- 
ing additions to the man-made cells. 
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Little fills the queen bee cells by c “grafting” method. Taking larvae of 
normal worker bees, ae puts it in man-made facsimiles of queen cells. 
Other bees then instinctively deposit royal jelly.
